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THE  FORMANS  OF  ENGLAND 

FOR  more  than  six  hundred  years,  from  the  earliest 
records  of  the  family  in  Lincolnshire,  England,  to 
the  present  day,  the  spelling  of  the  name  Forman 
has  been  unchanged.  In  1316  land  in  Lincolnshire  was 
granted  to  one  Ralph  Forman;  in  1373  Thomas  Forman, 
and  in  1375  Robertus  Forman,  a  juror,  were  inhabitants 
of  this  county.  In  the  Lincolnshire  Rebellion  of  1536 
Robert  Forman  gave  five  marks  to  the  rebels.1  All 
through  the  fifteenth,  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries 
there  were  Formans  living  in  England,  chiefly  in  Lincoln¬ 
shire,  according  to  the  records. 

The  most  distinguished  member  of  the  family  seems 
to  have  been  Sir  William  Forman,  Knight,  Lord  Mayor 
of  London,  a  native  of  Gainsborough,  Lincolnshire. 
He  was  the  son  of  William  Forman,  a  yeoman  of  Gains¬ 
borough.  His  sister,  Elizabeth  Forman,  married  Morice 
Morgan.2 

Sir  William  Forman  was  knighted  on  October  18, 
1537,  and  was  an  Alderman  in  Parliament  from  Cripple- 
gate  Ward  in  the  City  of  London  from  1529  to  1545. 
He  was  High  Sheriff  of  London  in  1533  and  Lord  Mayor 
from  1538  to  1539.  During  a  Muster  of  Citizens  in 
1539  he  rode  in  a  procession  and  carried  a  coat  of  black 
velvet  embroidered  with  a  cross;  on  his  head  was  a  black 
velvet  cap  with  a  rich  jewel;  and  about  him  rode  four 
footmen  apparelled  in  satin  hose  and  fine  white  silk.3

THE  FORMANS  OF  NEW  YORK,  1645-1945 


By  trade  Sir  William  Forman  was  a  haberdasher. 
In  1544  he,  with  others,  leased  from  King  Henry  VIII 
the  Manor  of  Tullesworth  in  Surrey.  In  the  same  year, 
on  August  30,  he  married  Blanche  Palmer,  a  widow,  of 
London.4  He  died  on  January  13,  1547,  and  was  buried 
in  the  Church  of  Saint  George,  Botolph  Lane,  in  East 
Cheapside,  London.5  A  monument  was  erected  there 
to  his  memory. 

Sir  William  Forman  left  a  minor  daughter  and  heir, 
Elizabeth  Forman;  his  lands  in  London,  according  to 
the  Patent  Rolls  of  Hampton  Court,  were  held  in  trust 
by  the  King,  who  also  had  custody  of  the  marriage  of 
the  daughter  Elizabeth.6  By  1553  Elizabeth  had  at¬ 
tained  full  age  and  had  married  John  Roche.7 

It  seems  obvious  that  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  and  heir 
of  Sir  William  Forman,  was  not  the  child  of  Blanch 
Palmer,  but  of  a  former  wife.  Also  it  would  appear 
that  when  Sir  William  died  he  left  no  sons  as  heirs. 
There  is,  of  course,  the  possibility  that  he  had  a  son  or 
sons  who  died  before  he  did,  and  who  left  male  descendants 
by  the  name  of  Forman.  Nevertheless,  we  have  been 
unable  to  trace  the  line  of  descent  from  Sir  William 
Forman  to  Robert  Forman,  founder  of  the  New  York 
branch  of  the  family  in  1645,  as  giyen  without  authority 
or  references  by  Mr.  William  Henry  Forman,  of  New 
York  City,  in  the  Forman  Genealogy .8  That  source 
states  that  Sir  William  Forman,  Lord  Mayor  of  London,

Lord  Mayor  of  London,  1538-39 
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left  several  sons,  one  of  whom,  William  Forman,  a 
merchant  who  retired  to  Lincolnshire,  had  a  son  Robert, 
who  in  turn  had  a  son,  the  Reverend  William  Forman,  a 
vicar  of  Buckinghamshire.  It  is  stated  that  the  son  of 
this  Reverend  William  was  Robert  Forman,  who  came 
to  Long  Island,  New  York,  in  1645. 

A  noted  New  York  genealogist,  Mr.  John  Cox,  Jr., 
doubts  that  the  Robert  Forman  who  was  the  son  of 
Reverend  William  Forman  of  Buckinghamshire  was 
the  same  Robert  who  came  to  Long  Island  in  1645, 
because  no  William  appears  in  the  American  branch  of 
the  family  for  several  generations. 

It  would  appear  that  for  the  forebears  of  Robert 
Forman  who  settled  on  Long  Island  we  must  look  into 
the  branches  of  the  family  of  Sir  William  Forman,  the 
Lord  Mayor,  in  Lincolnshire,  where  most  of  the  Formans 
in  England  lived. 

In  Lincoln  there  were  Formans  by  the  name  of  Robert, 
as  follows :

1545 — Robert  Forman,  of  Scopwick,  Lincolnshire.  (Will). 

1552 — Robert  Forman,  born  about  1552,  son  of  William  and 
Mary  Foster  Forman,  and  brother  of  Simon  Forman, 
the  noted  astrologer. 

1567 —  Robert  Forman,  of  Hogsthorpe,  Lincolnshire.  (Will). 

1568 —  Robert  Forman,  of  Braunston,  Lincolnshire.  (Will). 

1584 — Robert  Forman,  of  Freestone,  Lincolnshire.  (Will). 

1596 — Robert  Forman,  of  Braunston,  Lincolnshire.  (Admin.). 
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In  addition,  there  was  a  Mr.  Robert  Forman  who 
was  in  1544  ordained  a  priest  by  the  bishop  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  resting  on  the  authority  of  the  bishop  of  Lincoln. 
This  Robert  was  rector  of  Halton  and  of  Winteringham 
in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Stow,  Lincolnshire.  He  was 
skilled  in  Latin  and  was  moderately  versed  in  the  sacred 
learning;  he  performed  the  sacred  mysteries,  etc. 

The  Seventeenth  Century: 

1603 — Robert  Forman,  of  Nocton,  Lincolnshire.  (Admin.). 

1605 — Robert  Forman,  of  Tattesall,  Lincolnshire.  (Admin.). 

1615 — Robert  Forman,  of  Fosdyke,  Lincolnshire.  (Admin.). 

1617 — Robert  Forman,  of  Braunston,  Lincolnshire.  (Will). 

1622 — Robert  Forman,  of  Timberland,  Lincolnshire,  husbandman, 
aged  44,  married  on  February  25,  1622,  Elizabeth 
Jellyam,  widow. 

1628 — Robert  Forman,  of  Keddington,  Lincolnshire.  (Will). 

1633 — Robert  Forman,  of  Metheringham,  Lincolnshire.  (Will). 

1641 — Robert  Forman,  of  Marton,  Lincolnshire.  (Will).

While  most  of  the  persons  by  the  name  of  Robert 
Forman  hailed  from  the  County  of  Lincoln,  there  were 
others  of  the  same  name  in  various  localities,  such  as: 

1542  to  1559 — Sir  Robert  Forman,  residing  in  Sussex. 

1544 — Robert  Forman,  rector  of  Ewhurst,  Sussex. 

1555 — Sir  Robert  Forman,  Lyon  King  at  Arms,  one  of  the  Heraldic 
Officers  of  Scotland.9 

Burke’s  General  Armory  gives  coats  of  arms  to  the 
Forman  families  of  London  and  Leicestershire  (the  Lord 
Mayor’s  family) ;  of  Lincolnshire,  Norfolkshire  and 
Northumberlandshire;  and  of  the  County  of  Fife  in 
Scotland. 

The  account  of  the  forebears  of  Robert  Forman  who 
came  from  England  to  Long  Island  in  1645  remains  to  be

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written.  That  he  was  born  about  1605  and  came  from 
Lincolnshire  appears  probable;  that  he  was  of  the  family 
of  Sir  William  Forman,  the  Lord  Mayor,  is  possible. 
Robert  was  a  man  of  deep  religious  conviction,  because 
he  named  his  three  sons  for  Old  Testament  characters — 
Aaron  Forman,  Moses  Forman  and  Samuel  Forman. 
Three  of  his  grandchildren  were  Aaron,  Moses  and 
Samuel  Forman.  Some  of  his  great-grandchildren  were 
christened  Jacob,  Isaac,  Aaron,  Jonathan  and  Zebulon 
Forman. 

The  fact  that  Robert  Forman  who  came  to  New  York 
named  his  sons  for  Biblical  characters  complicates  our 
search  in  England,  where  the  Formans  had  the  ordinary 
given  names  of  William,  Thomas,  John,  Edward,  Robert 
and  the  like.  It  would  appear  that  the  very  burning  of 
Robert’s  religious  zeal  thus  cut  the  threads  of  his  old 
life  beyond  the  sea.

ROBERT  FORMAN  OF  FLUSHING,  HEMPSTEAD 

AND  OYSTER  BAY 

THE  history  of  the  Forman  family — pronounced 
Furman1 — in  the  State  of  New  York  begins  on 
October  19,  1645.  On  that  day  the  Director 
General  of  the  New  Netherlands,  the  Honorable  William 
Kieft,  gave  a  patent  to  one  Robert  Forman  and  fifteen 
other  men  for  the  Town  of  Flushing  on  Long  Island.2 
At  this  time  Long  Island  was  governed  by  the  Dutch, 
but  the  incorporators  of  Flushing  were  Englishmen.  It 
has  been  stated  that  Robert  Forman  departed  from 
England  because  of  the  bitter  religious  persecution  of 
William  Laud,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  strong 
supporter  of  Charles  I,  and  that  he  took  refuge  in  Hol¬ 
land;  that  the  names  of  him  and  his  wife  Johanna  are 
enrolled  upon  the  church  register  at  Vlissengen  or  Vlish- 
ing  (Flushing)  in  that  country.3 

It  has  been  further  alleged  that  Robert  Forman  and 
his  associates  arrived  in  the  City  of  New  Amsterdam, 
now  New  York,  in  the  spring  of  1645,  and  that  the  name 
of  Vlissengen  or  Flushing  was  conferred  upon  the  Long 
Island  town  which  they  incorporated  by  suggestion  of

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their  Dutch  neighbors  in  New  Amsterdam,  and  in  fond 
recollection  of  the  many  kindnesses  which  the  emigrants 
themselves  had  experienced  from  the  citizens  of  Vlissengen 
in  Holland.  These  are  gracious  thoughts  which  we  hope 
are  true. 

Flushing,  Long  Island,  the  site  of  the  New  York’s 
World  Fair  and  of  the  John  Bowne  House,  believed  to  be 
the  oldest  habitation  in  New  York  City,  was  one  of  five 
English  towns  allowed  by  the  Dutch.  The  sixth  British 
settlement,  Oyster  Bay,  also  on  Long  Island,  never 
accepted  a  Dutch  patent.4 

The  settlers  of  Flushing  came  to  an  island  about  one 
hundred  eighty-three  miles  long,  with  a  coastline  of 
many  harbors  and  coves,  and  with  a  range  of  glacial 
hills  extending  through  the  interior.  The  neighborhood 
of  Flushing  and  Oyster  Bay  is  a  rolling  wooded  country 
with  open  meadows.  It  seems  evident  that  most  of  the 
thirteen  Indian  tribes  which  occupied  the  island  were  still 
living  there  when  the  homemakers  of  Flushing  landed 
upon  the  scene. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  records  of  the  Town  of 
Flushing  before  the  year  1789  have  been  consumed  by 
fire,  so  that  the  life  of  Robert  Forman  and  his  fifteen 
compatriots  in  that  settlement  is  unknown.  About  the 
only  record  we  have  of  Robert  Forman’s  stay  in  Flushing — 
other  than  the  Flushing  Patent  of  1645 — *s  a  letter 
signed  by  him,  and  others,  to  the  Director  General, 
Peter  Stuyvesant,  agreeing  to  pay  the  “tenths”  demanded 
by  the  Director  General  if  it  could  be  legally  shown  that 
they  were  obliged  to  do  so.5

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Conditions  at  that  time  in  this  country  must  have  been 
extremely  primitive.  The  dominant  economy  was  agri¬ 
cultural.  Men  lived  in  tiny  wooden  houses  with  thatched 
roofs  and  wooden  chimneys.6  Ladders  long  enough  to 
reach  the  housetops  were  kept  handy  in  case  of  fire. 
Cattle  branded  with  the  owners’  marks  were  collected 
in  small  fields  known  as  “gates.”  A  gate  was  a  length 
of  fence.  Each  man’s  dwelling  house  was  surrounded 
with  gardens,  yards,  barns  and  various  dependencies. 
The  habitations  themselves  were  heated  by  open  fire¬ 
places,  and  as  frequently  as  not,  one  slept  in  an  unheated 
loft  gained  by  a  step-ladder.  This  was  the  kind  of 
pioneer  life  lived  three  hundred  years  ago  by  Robert 
Forman  and  his  fifteen  compatriots  upon  this  foothold 
on  the  edge  of  the  New  World. 

The  Formans,  as  a  family,  seem  to  move  from  one 
place  to  another,  and  it  is  therefore  not  surprising  to  find 
that  by  1656,  eleven  years  after  settling  in  Flushing, 
Robert  Forman,  his  wife  Johanna,  his  grown-up  sons 
Aaron  and  Samuel,  and  his  child  Moses,  were  living  in 
the  Town  of  Hempstead,  the  next  locality  to  the  east 
along  Long  Island  Sound.  In  this  year  Robert  Forman 
was  one  of  the  signers  of  an  ordinance  renewing  and 
amending  the  ordinance  against  the  importation  of 
articles  of  contraband.7  In  1657  he  was  well  settled  in 
Hempstead,  and  he  owned  ten  “gates”  of  fence  at  the 
“Neck,”  five  cattle,  eight  milk  cows  and  five  calves. 
One  reference  in  the  Hempstead  records  calls  him  “Good¬ 
man”  Forman.8  In  March,  1658,  he  was  chosen  to 
have  a  lot  of  land  laid  out  for  him  at  “Haybridge  Neck”

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or  any  other  undisposed,  convenient  land.  When  this 
property  was  surveyed  for  him,  it  comprised  forty  acres. 
He  also  appears  to  have  owned  housing  near  the  “East 
Ox  Pasture”  in  Hempstead,  and  there  was  a  five-rail 
fence  between  his  property  and  this  pasture  land. 

The  highest  official  position  which  the  Dutch  per¬ 
mitted  the  English  of  Long  Island  to  hold  was  the 
magistracy,  an  office  of  much  broader  powers  than  that 
of  today.  On  March  5,  1658,  Robert  Forman  was  one 
of  four  magistrates  who  held  courts  in  Hempstead,  for¬ 
bidding  anyone  to  harbor  a  Quaker.9  How  long  he  had 
been  on  the  bench  is  not  known,  because  the  first  volume 
of  the  Hempstead  Town  records  has  vanished.  Mean¬ 
while,  on  November  27  of  that  year,  the  inhabitants  of 
Hempstead  wrote  Director  General  Stuyvesant  nominat¬ 
ing  four  names  for  the  magistracy,  among  them  that  of 
Robert  Forman,  and  terming  “all  of  them  knowing  men, 
of  honest  life  and  good  integrity.”10  On  December  9, 
1658,  Stuyvesant  chose  of  the  four  “Mr”  Richard  Gilder- 
sleeve  and  “Mr”  Robert  Forman  to  be  magistrates  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  these  two  gentlemen  were  formally 
admitted  to  office  at  a  town  meeting  held  on  December  17 
at  Hempstead.11 

In  1659  Robert  Forman  was  taxed  forty  shillings  on 
his  property,  and  also  fifteen  shillings  for  an  “estate”  in 
Mr.  Ashman’s  Neck.  By  1665  all  his  land  in  Hempstead, 
except  the  meadow  and  another  parcel,  had  been  sold 
for  twenty  pounds  sterling,  because  by  that  time  he  was 
an  inhabitant  of  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay,  eastern  neigh¬ 
bor  of  Hempstead.  Nonetheless,  in  1669  he  had  sur¬ 
veyed  for  him  in  Hempstead  a  thirteen-acre  lot,  numbered

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39,  on  the  easternmost  point  on  the  north  side  of  “Rock- 
away,”  west  of  “Hungry  Harbor,”  in  “Half  Neck.”12 

Oyster  Bay  was  the  first  real  home  of  the  Formans  of 
New  York,  and  records  of  their  activities  in  this  settle¬ 
ment  span  more  than  a  century.  Here,  too,  the  first 
volume  of  the  Town  records  has  disappeared.  Our 
earliest  records  in  Oyster  Bay  relate  how  Robert  Forman, 
“husbandman”  or  “yeoman,”  his  son  Moses  Forman, 
and  other  persons,  on  February  1,  1661,  contributed  corn 
to  assist  a  poor  widow  who  had  lost  her  husband.13  Of 
the  fifteen  contributors  only  one  other  person  gave  more 
than  Robert  Forman. 

On  May  12,  1664,  Robert  Forman  was  appointed  one 
of  the  two  magistrates  of  Oyster  Bay,  then  under  the 
rule  of  the  English  colony  of  Connecticut.14 

The  properties  of  Robert  Forman  in  the  township  of 
Oyster  Bay  were  extensive;  the  descriptions  of  them  in 
the  old  deeds  are  complicated  and  sometimes  obscure. 
The  Town  was  founded  in  1653,  when  some  twenty  lots 
were  laid  out  along  Oyster  Bay  Harbor  on  the  site  of  the 
present  Oyster  Bay  village.  The  lots  ranged  eastward 
from  Mill  River,  on  which  was  situated  Townsend’s  Mill. 
A  man  called  “old  John  Titus”  and  other  persons  were 
accepted  as  inhabitants  the  following  year  (1654),  and 
were  also  given  lots  along  the  Flarbor  front.15  Now  it 
appears  that  “old  John  Titus”  and  his  next  door  neighbor, 
Thomas  Smith,  sold  their  “home  lots”  to  one  Nicholas 
Wright,  who  on  June  4,  1661,  gave  a  deed  for  them  to 
Robert  Forman.16  In  this  manner  Robert  obtained  his

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“Home  Lot”  in  Oyster  Bay.  We  know  that  it  con¬ 
tained  a  “house,  barn  and  orchard,”  and  lay  on  the 
north  side  of  a  highway  or  street,  one  hundred  feet  wide 
in  its  narrowest  place,  leading  from  Townsend’s  Mill 
to  the  “Barren,”  supposedly  the  neighborhood  of  Cold 
Spring  Harbor.  At  the  rear  of  Robert’s  “Home  Lot” 
was  Oyster  Bay  Cove,  a  bight  in  Oyster  Bay  Harbor. 
(See  Map). 

Insofar  as  we  have  been  able  to  list  them,  the  Oyster 
Bay  properties  of  Robert  Forman  were  as  follows: 

H  1.  The  Home  Lot  at  Oyster  Bay  Cove ,  which  comprised  two  lots 
purchased  in  1661  by  Robert  Forman  from  Nicholas 
Wright.  They  fronted  on  the  street  along  the  harbor  and 
backed  on  Oyster  Bay  Cove.  In  1666  the  northernmost 
of  the  two  lots  was  assigned  by  Robert  Forman  to  his  son 
Moses.  The  southernmost  of  the  two  lots,  where  Robert 
was  dwelling  in  1666  and  where  he  had  his  house,  barn  and 
orchard,  was  given  by  will  in  1670  to  his  wife  Johanna, 
with  the  provision  that  the  lot  should  go  to  their  son  Aaron 
Forman,  Sr.,  after  her  death.  It  appears  that  she  died  in 
1672,  and  Aaron,  Sr.,  came  into  possession  thereof.  Each 
lot  was  about  20  by  40  rods  in  size.  (See  Map.) 

Hi.  Meadows  and  Housing  at  Matinecock ,  called  “The  Little 
Meadows,”  were  acquired  by  Robert  Forman  on  or  before 
1663.  He  left  this  property  by  will  in  1670  to  his  wife 
Johanna,  with  the  provision  that  it  was  to  go  to  their  son 
Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  after  her  death.  In  1672  her  inventory 
lists  “lands,  housing,  orchards  and  meadows  at  Matinecock.” 
These  meadows  were  located  along  Little  Meadows  Creek, 
bounded  on  the  west  by  the  Creek,  on  the  south  by  William 
Hawxhurst  and  Samson’s  (Simpson’s)  Meadow,  on  the 
east  by  John  Underhill’s  and  James  Cox’s  uplands.17 
This  property  appears  to  have  passed  from  the  Forman 
family  in  1723.  (See  Map.) 

#3.  Lot  Number  Eight  at  Matinecock  Meadows ,  lying  on  the 
south  side  of  the  meadows  described  above,  and  probably

% 4.  The  Hollow  at  the  Plain  Edge ,  comprising  io£  acres  on  the 
east  side  of  the  path  going  from  Oyster  Bay  to  Hempstead, 
granted  by  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay  in  1661  to  Robert 
Forman.  This  hollow  lay  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
Plains,  at  the  edge  of  the  woods  coming  from  Oyster  Bay 
village.  (See  Map).  It  comprised  acres  of  hollow  and 
8  acres  of  upland  or  planting  land.  In  1670  it  was  willed 
to  his  wife  Johanna,  and  after  her  death  became  the  property 
of  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.  This  was  the  same  land  granted 
Robert  Forman  in  1662  from  Robert  Williams,  who  had 
it  from  the  Indians,  comprising  2  acres  on  the  east  side  of 
the  path  leading  from  Oyster  Bay  to  Hempstead,  8  acres  of 
woodland  adjoining  to  the  southeast  side  of  the  2-acre 
parcel,  and  in  addition  acres  of  broken-up  hollow  south¬ 
east  of  the  common  path  leading  from  Hempstead  to 
Huntington.  In  1667  Robert  Forman’s  land  was  men¬ 
tioned  as  lying  “along  ye  Ridge  of  hills”  next  to  the  Plains 
and  near  the  “Round  Swamp.”  This  property  was  held 
by  the  Forman  family  until  1694. 18 

#5.  The  Hollow  at  Brushy  Plains  near  Jericho,  was  willed  in 
1670  by  Robert  Forman  to  his  wife,  and  later  was  Aaron, 
Senior’s.19 

H6.  The  Meadows  at  the  South  Shore  of  Long  Island  (Unkway 
Neck,  West  Neck,  Latting  Neck)  were  given  in  1670  by 
will  to  Robert  Forman’s  two  sons,  Samuel  and  Moses 
Forman.  The  property  also  included  “mowable  land 
upon  ye  Plains.”  In  1671  Robert  Forman  received  a 
town  grant  of  meadow  lot  no.  5  at  West  Neck,  and  the 
Little  Neck  adjoining  to  it;  no.  12  at  Little  Neck  and 
Latting  Neck;  and  no.  3  of  Unkaway  Neck.19 

#7.  Housing  and  Land  at  the  Cold  Spring  Bay,  comprising  about 
40  acres.  The  first  mention  of  this  property  is  a  town 
grant  to  Robert  Forman  in  1664  for  20  acres,  68  rods  long 
by  24  rods  wide,  by  the  Cold  Spring  Bay.  (See  Map). 
But  this  was  only  half  of  it.  In  1665  Robert  Forman

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gave  a  deed  to  his  sons  Samuel  and  Moses  to  land  at  the 
Cold  Spring,  containing  40  acres.  On  January  8,  1 666, 
Moses  Forman  sold  his  share,  10  acres,  to  his  brother 
Samuel  Forman.  Soon  afterwards  Robert  Forman  and 
his  son  Samuel  made  an  agreement  to  live  together  upon 
the  “out  lots”  (which  Robert  Forman  had  bought  of 
Nicholas  Wright  and  which  had  been  granted  to  Wright 
by  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay).  At  the  same  time  Samuel 
made  over  to  his  father  and  mother  during  their  lifetime 
one  half  of  the  Cold  Spring  property.  In  1670  Robert 
Forman  deeded  by  will  all  his  land  and  housing  at  the  Cold 
Spring  to  his  son  Samuel.  This  property  appears  to  have 
been  located  on  Cove  Neck  near  the  “hill”  and  near  the 
beach  of  Cold  Spring  Harbor.20 

#8.  Meadows  on  the  Highway  to  Huntington ,  a  town  grant  in 
1668  to  Robert  Forman.  These  meadows  were  located 
between  this  highway  and  Robert  Forman’s  house  at  the 
Cold  Spring.21 

#9.  Additional  Land  at  the  Plains,  deeded  in  1668  by  Robert 
Williams  to  Robert  Forman.22 

#10.  Salt  Meadow  on  Oyster  Bay  Harbor,  owned  by  Robert 
Forman,  and  in  1681  sold  by  Josias  Latting  to  John  Wright. 
This  property  lay  between  Joseph  Ludlum’s  meadow  and 
Elizabeth  Townsend’s  meadow,  and  fronted  on  its  south 
side  upon  a  highway.23 

Robert  Forman’s  will  is  dated  February  7,  1670,  and 
was  probated  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  at  the  June 
sessions,  1671.  By  June  6,  1672,  his  wife  Johanna  (or 
Johana)  had  passed  away.  The  inventory  of  her  estate 
gives  a  fair  picture  of  the  pioneer  life  of  the  time.  Among 
the  possessions  listed  are  two  oxen,  two  mares,  one  horse, 
two  five-year-old  steers,  two  cows,  one  yearling  heifer, 
two  calves.  That  they  cooked  in  the  great  kitchen

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fireplace  seems  evident  from  the  following  items:  two 
iron  pots  and  hooks,  one  log  chain,  one  copper  kettle  and 
one  brass  and  one  little  brass  kettle.  Their  table  was 
decorated  with  pewter  pots  and  pewter  platters,  earthern 
and  wooden  dishes  and  wooden  trays.  They  had  feather 
beds,  with  feather  pillows  and  “flockbolsters,”  sheets, 
blankets  and  pillow  cases.  Among  the  odds  and  ends 
around  the  house  were  a  looking  glass,  two  swords,  a 
loom  and  two  old  chests.  Last,  but  not  least,  was  an 
article  which  indicated  the  religious  character  of  a  pioneer 
zealous  enough  to  name  all  his  three  sons  for  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  characters:  a  family  Bible. 

The  children  of  Robert  and  Johanna  Forman  are 
mentioned  in  his  will.  It  is  not  known  the  correct  order 
of  births: 

Aaron  Forman ,  Sr.,  born  in  England  not  later  than  1637;  died 
in  Oyster  Bay  after  1698.  Issue.  (See  chapter  III). 

Samuel  Forman,  Sr.,  born  in  England  not  later  than  1637;  died 
in  Oyster  Bay  in  1682.  Issue.  (See  chapter  IV). 

Moses  Forman,  the  youngest  son,  born  before  1640;  died  in  Oyster 
Bay  in  1699  or  later.  Issue.  (See  chapter  IV).

AARON  FORMAN  OF  OYSTER  BAY  AND 

HIS  FAMILY 

AARON  Forman,  Sr.,  son  of  Robert  and  Johanna 
/-\  Forman,  was  born  in  England  not  later  than 
1  ^37,  because  he  must  have  been  at  least  twenty- 
one  in  1658,  when  he,  among  others  of  Hempstead,  Long 
Island,  were  called  to  answer  a  complaint  of  the  “Farmer 
of  the  Excise”  of  the  Colony  of  New  Amsterdam.1  Noth¬ 
ing  is  known  about  Aaron’s  life  in  Flushing  from  1645. 
First  mention  of  him  is  in  1657,  in  which  year  he  owned 
in  the  Town  of  Hempstead  four  “gates”  at  the  “Neck,” 
three  cattle  and  eight  milk  cows.  He  also  possessed 
fifteen  acres  of  meadow  land  in  “Mr.  Steckling’s  Neck.”2 

In  1658  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  was  among  the  eleven 
persons  listed  as  proposed  magistrates  for  Hempstead.1 
In  1659  he  was  chosen  to  do  his  share  of  caring  for  the 
highways  of  the  township,  and  on  February  26,  1660, 
he  was  selected  as  a  Townsman  of  Hempstead.3  On  one 
occasion  he  signed  an  order  compelling  any  person  who 
left  open  a  field  gate  to  pay  fivepence  for  the  offense. 
He  was  also  one  of  those  chosen  to  fence  and  enclose 
Rockaway  with  four  gates.  This  land  probably  included 
lot  number  twenty-eight  in  Rockaway  Meadows,  which 
he  owned.  In  addition,  he  was  taxed  on  land  in  “Mr. 
Washborne’s  Neck.” 

In  1662  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  sold  his  Hempstead  home 
for  a  “price  considerable.”  The  deed  of  sale  describes 
the  property  as  his  dwelling  house,  cellar,  barn,  lot,

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yards,  gardens  and  all  trees  growing  therein;  and  makes 
a  note  that  the  place  was  formerly  the  dwelling  of  Adam 
Mott,  and  before  that  time,  of  Christopher  Foster. 
There  followed  a  sale  of  Aaron’s  other  lands  in  Hemp¬ 
stead:  half  the  fifteen-acre  meadow  on  “Mr.  Steckling’s 
Neck”  (1662);  four  ox  pasture  “gates”  in  the  East  Ox 
Pasture,  near  the  housing  of  his  father  Robert;  the  home 
“bevill”  (or  sloping  property)  on  the  north  side  of  town 
(1672);  a  six-acre  meadow  on  “Hicks  Neck”;  and  an 
eight-acre  meadow  on  “Half  Neck”  (1670).  Other 
references  mention  Aaron  as  occupying  at  one  time  a 
hollow  next  to  the  side  of  that  ox  pasture  commonly 
called  “Clay  Pit  Hollow,”  and  as  formerly  owning  fences 
on  the  west  end  of  “Cow  Neck.” 

Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  was  on  the  list  of  Flushing  persons 
who  presented  themselves  on  August  12,  1667,  before 
the  Governor  of  New  York  and  gave  their  names  as 
ready  to  serve  the  King  of  England  on  all  occasions  de¬ 
manded  by  the  Governor.4 

Aaron  appears  to  have  moved  from  Hempstead  to 
Oyster  Bay  by  way  of  Jamaica,  where  he  lived  in  1670 
on  a  lot  later  designated  as  “Evert  the  Dutchman’s.”5 
It  seems  evident  that  Aaron  arrived  in  Oyster  Bay 
after  his  father’s  and  mother’s  decease.  The  date  was 
probably  1672  or  1673.  His  mother  died  in  1672,  leaving 
property  to  him  according  to  the  terms  of  his  father’s 
will. 

In  Oyster  Bay  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  filled  various  town¬ 
ship  posts,  including  “viewer  of  town  fences”  and  in¬ 
spector  of  public  highways  (1677).  He  was  chosen  a 
Town  Overseer;  but  not  being  a  freeholder,  he  was

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released  from  the  office  at  his  own  desire  (1677).  He, 
along  with  others,  signed  in  1673  a  statement  in  place 
of  an  oath  that  he  would  promise  faithfully  to  be  true 
to  the  Dutch  Government  of  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces  and  to  his  Serene  Highness  the  Prince 
of  Orange,  and  to  their  Governors.6 

The  family  homestead  on  Oyster  Bay  Cove  was  in¬ 
herited  by  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.  This  was  the  southern¬ 
most  of  the  two  home  lots  belonging  to  his  father  Robert, 
the  northern  having  come  into  Moses  Forman’s  posses¬ 
sion.  It  appears  that  there  was  an  unfortunate  dispute 
concerning  these  two  lots  by  the  two  brothers,  Aaron, 
Sr.,  and  Moses.  Aaron  was  accused  of  encroaching  or 
trespassing  on  Moses’  ground  by  erecting  in  1678  a  new 
barn  thereon.  The  Court  of  Sessions  of  Oyster  Bay 
declared  that  “Aaron  has  liberty  hereby  to  remove  said 
barn,  between  this  day  (December  23,  1678)  and  the 
last  of  April  next  ensuing,  upon  his  own  ground,  without 
hindrance.  ...  As  for  the  fence  Aaron  has  set  up  upon 
his  own  charge  between  the  two  lots,  he  has  liberty  to 
remove  it.”  So  important  did  the  matter  appear  that 
Justice  Thomas  Townsend  of  Oyster  Bay  wrote  Governor 
Andros  of  New  York,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Province 
replied,  transmitting  instructions  how  to  settle  the  matter.7 

Besides  the  Home  Lot,  Aaron,  Sr.,  owned  the  Meadows 
and  Housing  at  Matinecock,  “Furman’s  Meadows,” 
the  Hollows  at  the  Plain  Edge  and  at  Brushy  Plains 
near  Jericho,  the  Upland  at  Matinecock,  two  Unkaway 
Neck  Lots,  a  share  in  the  Matinecock  Purchase,  and 
other  lands — all  described  at  the  end  of  this  chapter. 

Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  married  Dorothy  - .  Her  last 

name  is  not  mentioned  in  the  records.  By  1693,  Aaron

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had  moved  to  New  Jersey,  where  he  lived  in  Monmouth 
County  on  a  “plantation.”8  The  date  of  his  death  is 
after  1698.  The  children  of  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  and  his 
wife  Dorothy  were: 

Aaron  Forman ,  Jr.,  of  Matinecock,  Long  Island,  born  perhaps 
in  Flushing  about  1655;  died  before  January  20,  1720.  Issue. 
See  below. 

Alexander  Forman ,  of  Musketo  Cove,  Long  Island,  and  of  Mon¬ 
mouth  County,  New  Jersey  (1693).  He  married  Rachel - .

Thomas  Forman ,  of  Oyster  Bay,  died  in  1723;  married  in  1695 
Mary  Allen.  See  the  Forman  Genealogy ,  page  69.  He  was 
living  in  Jerusalem  in  East  New  Jersey  by  1690. 

Samuel  Forman ,  called  “Junior”  to  distinguish  him  from  his 
uncle,  Samuel  Forman  “Senior.”  He  was  born  about  1662 
or  1663,  according  to  the  Forman  Genealogy ,  page  62.  He 
married  Mary  Wilbur  and  in  1695  was  High  Sheriff  of  Mon¬ 
mouth  County,  New  Jersey.  He  was  great-grandfather  of 
General  Jonathan  Forman  (1755-1809)  and  General  Thomas 
Marsh  Forman  (1758-1845),  and  grandfather  of  General  David 
Forman  (1745-1797).  The  sister,  Eleanor,  of  General  Jona¬ 
than  Forman,  married  Philip  Freneau,  the  “Poet  of  the  Revo¬ 
lution.”9 

Hannah  Forman ,  married  John  Nichols.10

Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  of  Matinecock,  son  of  Aaron 
Forman,  Sr.,  and  his  wife  Dorothy,  and  grandson  of 
Robert  and  Johanna  Forman,  was  born  probably  about 
1655,  in  Flushing,  because  he  must  have  been  aged  about 
twenty-one  in  order  to  receive  in  1676  a  town  grant  of 
three  acres  of  land  for  a  home  lot  at  the  head  of  Oyster 
Bay  Cove,  apparently  located  close  to  the  original  For¬ 
man  home  in  this  neighborhood.  (See  Map).  That

Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  continued  the  traditions  of  the 
family  in  holding  township  offices:  he  was  Collector  of 
Oyster  Bay  in  1703;  Assessor  in  1707;  and  a  Matinecock 
Proprietor.  Aaron  Forman  “was  chosen  Collector  for 
the  ensuing  year  by  the  major  vote  of  the  meeting,” 
according  to  one  record.11  That  the  inhabitants  of 
Oyster  Bay  continued  at  this  time  their  farming  and 
planting  activities  is  indicated  by  the  earmark  which 
Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  was  given  by  the  Town  to  mark 
“all  his  creatures  with,”  viz.,  “a  crop  on  ye  near  or  left 
ear.”  In  1717  Aaron  was  chosen  one  of  the  referees  for 
dividing  up  the  Matinecock  Meadows. 

Most  of  his  later  life — that  is,  after  1687 — was  sPent 
at  Matinecock  in  Oyster  Bay  Township,  where  he  seems 
to  have  somewhat  reaped  the  advantages  of  the  pioneers 
before  him.  He  lived  in  a  dwelling  house  on  the  south 
side  of  Lattingtown  Road  (see  Map),  and  his  son  Aaron 
Forman,  3rd,  lived  there  after  him.  In  1700  he  was  in 
,  agreement  with  others  to  establish  a  “highway  convenient 
for  horse  and  cart,”  running  from  his  land  in  Matinecock 
to  Oyster  Bay  village. 

In  addition  to  the  three-acre  home  lot  on  Oyster  Bay 
Cove  and  the  homestead  at  Matinecock,  Aaron,  Jr., 
owned  a  forty-acre  woodland  and  a  nineteen-acre  lot 
in  Matinecock,  a  lot  known  as  “Walter  Salter’s”  in 
Oyster  Bay  village,  a  salt  meadow  on  Beaverswamp 
Creek,  a  sixty-five-acre  lot  in  Musketo  Cove  Purchase, 
and  other  properties — more  exactly  described  below.

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Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  married  Susannah  Townsend  (born 
about  1662),  daughter  of  Henry  and  Ann  (Coles)  Town¬ 
send,  of  Oyster  Bay.  The  date  of  the  death  of  Aaron 
Forman,  Jr.,  was  before  January  20,  1720,  when  he  was 
mentioned  in  the  records  as  “late  deceased.” 

The  children  of  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  and  his  wife  Susan¬ 
nah  Townsend,  were: 

Jacob  Forman ,  born  in  Oyster  Bay,  who  founded  the  Westchester 
County  branch  of  the  Forman  family.  Issue.  (See  below, 
and  also  chapter  V.) 

Aaron  Forman ,  3rd ,  born  in  Oyster  Bay,  who  married  Sarah 
Lang,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Lang,  and  who  sold  his  homestead 
at  Matinecock  in  1742. 12 

Isaac  Forman ,  born  in  Oyster  Bay,  who  in  January,  1720,  or 
before,  moved  to  Freehold,  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey.13 
He  was  in  Capt.  Samuel  Dickinson’s  Company  at  Oyster  Bay 
in  1715. 

Susannah  Forman ,  who  married  in  1716  Robert  Hubbs,  of  Hemp¬ 
stead.14

Fhe  Home  Lot  at  Oyster  Bay  Cove  (page  12).  Aaron  Forman, 
Sr.,  had  in  1672  the  southernmost  of  the  two  lots,  Moses 
Forman,  his  brother  possessing  the  northernmost.  In  1693, 
Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  living  in  New  Jersey,  deeded  his  share 
of  the  Home  Lot  to  his  son  Alexander  Forman.  At  that 
time  it  was  described  as  a  lot  in  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay 
with  house  and  orchard,  fronting  the  street  of  said  town, 
and  lying  between  the  lots  which  did  belong  to  Moses 
Forman  and  Gideon  Wright,  with  Oyster  Bay  Cove  on 
the  rear.  In  1697  one  J°hn  Bond  sold  to  Robert  Cooper 
this  home  lot  of  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  and  it  passed  from 
the  Forman  family.  ( O.B.F.R .,  I,  407).

#2.  Meadows  and  Housing  at  Matinecock  called  “The  Little 
Meadows,”  (page  12).  In  1687,  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  sold 
one  share  of  these  meadows,  comprising  4I  acres,  to  his 
son  Aaron  Forman, '  Jr.  In  1723,  Jacob  Forman  and  his 
brother  Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  sold  one-sevenths  part  of 
these  meadows,  inherited  from  their  father,  Aaron  Forman, 
Jr.,  to  Henry  Cocke  and  Samuel  Birdsall,  Jr.  At  the 
same  time  they  sold  to  Cocke  and  Birdsall  a  two-sevenths 
part  of  the  meadows  along  Simpson  Creek  in  Matinecock 
which  they  had  bought  in  1721  from  Samuel  Hawxhurst. 
(1 O.B.T.R .,  I,  407;  III,  103,  483). 

#3.  “Furman' s  Meadows  ,”  a  salt  marsh  or  salt  meadow,  part  of 
Matinecock  Meadows,  probably  lot  no.  8,  owned  in  1663 
by  Robert  Forman  (page  13).  Bounded  on  the  west  by 
John  Underhill’s  upland,  on  the  north  by  Henry  Cock’s 
meadow,  and  on  the  south  by  John  Prior’s  meadow,  and 
on  the  east  by  the  “Maine”  Creek.  Aaron  Forman,  Jr., 
died  seized  of  this  land,  which  descended  to  his  sons, 
Jacob,  Isaac  and  Aaron  Forman,  3rd.  In  1720,  Jacob 
Forman  deeded  one-third  of  this  parcel  of  land  to  his 
brother  Isaac,  which  third  part  was  intended  by  Aaron 
Forman,  Jr.,  to  be  Isaac’s  share.  The  same  year,  Isaac 
Forman  sold  this  share  to  John  Cock  and  others.  In  1730, 
Jacob  Forman  sold  to  John  Cock  his  own  share,  one-third 
part  of  the  salt  marsh.  In  1735,  Aaron  Forman,  3rd, 
sold  his  share,  one-third  part  to  John  Cock.  Thus,  by 
1 73 5  “Furman’s  Meadows”  had  passed  from  the  Forman 
family.  In  1793  Jacob  Coles  bought  “Furman’s  Meadows,” 
salt  meadows  lying  below  Henry  Cocks  and  below  Daniel 
Underhill,  at  Matinecock.  ( O.B.T.R. ,  III,  603;  IV,  332; 
V,  77;  VII,  207). 

#4.  The  Hollow  at  the  Plain  Edge  (page  13)  was  sold  by  Aaron 
Forman,  Sr.,  in  1693,  to  his  son  Alexander  Forman,  who 
sold  it  in  1694  to  Edward  White,  when  it  passed  from  the 
Forman  family.  {O.B.T.R.,  II,  97,  178). 

#5.  The  Hollow  at  Brushy  Plains  near  Jericho  (page  13)  became 
the  property  of  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.  This  may  have  been 
the  four  acres  of  Plains  land  on  Jericho  Plains  sold  by 
Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  to  Samuel  Cock  in  1742.  {O.B.T.R., 

V,  326). 
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#11.  Oak  Neck  Meadows ,  Lot  No.  18,  a  town  grant  in  1674  to 
Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  located  at  or  near  the  present  village 
of  Bayville  in  Oyster  Bay  Township.  In  1678  he  deeded 
the  property  to  his  son,  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.  One  share  of 
this  land  was  sold  by  Jacob  Forman  and  Aaron  Forman, 
3rd,  to  Robert  Barker  in  1735.  ( O.B.T.R .,  I,  35;  V,  16). 

#12.  “The  Upland  at  Matinecock,  60  acres,  was  sold  in  1676  by 
John  and  Hannah  Davis  to  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.;  but  in 

1677  the  deed  was  given  back  to  John  Davis.  This  was 
originally  the  land  of  Thomas  Francis.  {O.B.T.R.,  I, 
101,  107,  394). 

#13.  Two  Unkaway  Neck  Lots,  nos.  13  and  18,  on  the  South 
Shore  of  Long  Island,  were  town  grants  in  1681  to  Aaron 
Forman,  Sr.,  by  virtue  of  the  Indians’  gift.  {O.B.T.R.,  I, 
13°,  352>  353)- 

#  14.  Share  of  the  Common  Undivided  Land  of  the  Matinecock 
Bur  chase,  owned  in  1685  by  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.;  in  1742, 
sold  by  Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  with  his  wife,  to  Samuel  Cock. 
{O.B.T.R.,  IV,  476;  V,  326). 

#15.  The  Three-Acre  Home  Lot  at  Oyster  Bay  Cove,  a  town  grant 
in  1676  to  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  highway  at  the  head  of  the  Cove,  on  the  west  by  Thomas 
Young’s  home  lot,  on  the  south  by  William  Buckler’s 
land,  and  on  the  east  by  Thomas  Gitchell’s  home  lot.  In 

1678  Joseph  Croker’s  home  lot  was  noted  as  being  near 
the  head  of  the  Cove  and  joining  to  the  east  side  of  Aaron 
Forman,  Jr.’s,  home  lot.  This  lot  also  included  the  privilege 
of  the  common  land  for  grazing  cattle  and  of  timber  for 
his  house,  provided  that  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  build  thereon, 
or  fence  it,  within  twelve  months.  In  1678  Aaron  Forman, 
Jr.,  sold  this  lot  to  Thomas  Young,  and  it  passed  from  the 
Forman  family.  {O.B.T.R.,  I,  228,  426). 

#16.  The  Homestead  at  Matinecock  comprised  three  separate 
lots,  totalling  60  acres,  sold  in  1687  by  John  Davis  to 
Aaron  Forman,  Jr.  Their  descriptions  are  as  follows: 

1.  Ten  acres,  25  rods  wide  and  64  rods  long,  bought  by 
John  Davis  of  the  Indian  proprietors  in  1681,  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  Lattingtown  Road,  on  the  west  by  the 
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Commons  (at  that  time),  and  on  the  east  by  John  Robins’ 
land. 

2.  Forty  acres  of  woodland,  50  rods  wide  by  160  rods 
long,  bought  by  John  Davis  of  the  Indian  proprietors  in 
1682,  part  of  which  land  adjoined  the  south  end  of  the 
above  ten-acre  lot  whereon  Davis’  dwelling  house  then  stood, 
and  part  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  above  ten-acre  lot. 
On  the  west  side  of  the  forty  acres  lay  Josias  Latting’s 
land.  From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  the  dwelling 
which  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  bought  stood  on  the  ten-acre 
lot  on  the  south  side  of  the  Lattingtown  Road.  (See  Map). 

3.  Ten  acres,  26  rods  wide,  given  John  Davis  by  the 
Indians  in  1681,  lying  across  the  Lattingtown  Road  from 
the  forty-acre  tract  already  described.  This  was  bounded 
on  the  north  by  Thomas  Francis’  land,  part  of  which  had 
belonged  to  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  for  a  very  short  time. 
(See  property  #12). 

In  1717  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  deeded  this  homestead  in 
Matinecock,  where  he  dwelt,  to  his  son,  Aaron  Forman,  3rd, 
as  well  as  lands  adjoining  to  it.  Aaron,  3rd,  sold  them  in 
1742  to  Samuel  Cock,  the  deed  describing  the  homestead 
as  containing  sixty  acres  bounded  on  the  south  by  the 
Lattingtown  Road.  This  is  either  an  error,  or  evidence 
that  Aaron,  Jr.,  or  Aaron,  3rd,  built  a  home  north  of  this 
road.  ( O.B.T.R .,  IV,  292;  V,  326). 

#17.  “Walter  Salter’s  Lot,”  a  house  lot  of  five  acres  located  in 
the  east  end  of  the  township — probably  in  Oyster  Bay 
village — which  came  into  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.’s,  possession 
in  this  manner:  Mathew  Prior  sold  in  1671  the  lot  to  Henry 
Townsend,  who  gave  it  to  his  daughter,  Susannah  (Town¬ 
send)  Forman  and  his  son-in-law,  Aaron  Forman,  Jr. 
This  property  later  came  into  the  possession  of  Jacob 
Forman,  son  of  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.  It  was  situated  on 
the  east  side  of  Samuel  Forman,  Jr.’s,  lot.  In  1725,  Susan¬ 
nah  Forman  and  her  son,  Jacob  Forman,  sold  to  James 
Tillet  the  above  house  lot  of  five  acres.  {O.B.T.R.,  I, 
247,  408,  409;  II,  314). 

#18.  Forty-Acre  Woodland  at  Matinecock,  being  the  western 
half  or  “furthermost”  part  of  Hudson’s  and  Frost’s  eighty- 
acre  lot,  granted  these  two  men  in  1682  by  the  Indians. 
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This  tract,  assigned  by  William  Hudson  to  Aaron  Forman, 
Jr.,  in  1684,  was  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  Island  Swamp 
River  and  on  the  south  by  the  Lattingtown  Road.  (See 
Map).  ( O.B.T.R. ,  I,  151,  194;  IV,  104,  105. 

#19.  Nineteen-Acre  Lot  in  Matinecock ,  bought  in  1687  by  Aaron 
Forman,  Jr.,  from  James  Sands,  was  in  1742  bounded  on 
north  by  the  head  of  the  Great  Meadows,  and  by  Richard 
Latten’s  land  (formerly  Thomas  Francis’),  on  the  west 
by  Hudson  and  Frost’s  80-acre  lot,  on  the  east  by  Wright 
Frost’s  orchard  (formerly  John  Davis’  10-acre  lot),  and 
on  the  south  partly  by  Josias  Latting’s  land.  This  lot  of 
nineteen  acres  lay  between  properties  #16  and  #18,  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Lattingtown  Road.  (See  Map). 

This  may  have  been  the  so-called  “Ned’s  Lot/’  on  the 
north  side  of  the  “highway,”  where  Edmund  Wright  once 
lived,  which  was  deeded  in  1717  by  Aaron  Forman,  Jr., 
to  his  sons,  Isaac  and  Aaron  Forman,  3rd.  At  any  rate 
Aaron,  3rd,  sold  in  1742  these  nineteen  acres  to  Samuel 
Cock,  and  it  passed  from  the  Forman  family.  (O.B.L’.R., 
IV,  291;  V,  326).  Note  that  in  1688  Josias  Latting  sold 
to  Edmund  Wright  one  home  lot  of  land  lying  between 
the  home  lot  of  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.  (formerly  of  John 
Davis),  and  the  home  lot  of  Josias  Latting. 

#  20.  Salt  Meadow  on  Beaverswamp  Creek ,  lying  between  Oak 
Neck  Meadows  and  Matinecock  Meadows.  Part  of  this 
property  was  deeded  to  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  in  1698  by 
Susconeman,  alias  Runnasuck,  Indian  proprietor  of  all 
the  Matinecock  Meadows.  ( O.B.T.R .,  II,  54). 

#21.  Lot  No.  12  in  Matinecock ,  a  town  grant  in  1703  to  Aaron 
Forman,  Jr.,  which  was  bounded  on  the  south  by  John 
Underhill’s  land  and  on  the  north  by  Musketo  Cove  path. 
It  lay  on  the  north  of  the  highway  from  Matinecock  to 
Musketo  Cove.  This  lot,  except  10  acres  at  the  east  end, 
was  sold  by  Jacob  Forman  to  his  brother,  Aaron  Forman, 
3rd,  in  1729.  Jacob  also  sold  in  1734  his  right  of  upland 
to  Wright  Frost  by  virtue  of  the  Matinecock  Purchase. 
In  1735,  Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  sold  to  Wright  Frost  1/3 
of  a  right  belonging  to  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  and  2/3  from 
his  brother  Jacob  Forman  in  the  Matinecock  Purchase. 
In  1742  Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  sold  to  Samuel  Cock  15  acres 
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in  the  Matinecock  Purchase.  {O.B.T.R.,  Ill,  143,  144; 

IV,  441;  V,  186,  326). 

/ 

#22.  Woodland  at  the  Round  Swamp ,  Known  as  William’s  Plains 
Purchase ,  20  acres  including  a  parcel  of  Plains  land  adjoin¬ 
ing,  of  12  acres.  Originally  laid  out  for  Henry  Townsend, 
who  conveyed  the  property  to  his  three  daughters,  Mary 
Wright,  Rose  Dickinson  and  Aaron  Forman  Jr.’s  wife, 
Susannah  Townsend.  In  1704  Mary  Wright  and  Rose 
Dickinson  conveyed  their  shares  to  Aaron  Forman,  Jr. 
Aaron’s  son  Jacob  Forman  sold  it  in  1746  to  Samuel  Willits 
or  Willis. 

#23.  Sixty-Five-Acre  Lot  in  Musketo  Cove  Purchase ,  deeded  in 
1708  by  Charles  Coles  to  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  bounded  on 
east  and  north  by  Matinecock  lands  and  on  south  by  land 
of  the  daughters  of  Nathaniel  Coles,  deceased.  Owned 
jointly  by  Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  and  Jacob  Forman.  In  1727, 
they  agreed  that  Jacob  was  to  have  the  south  part  and  Aaron 
the  north,  to  be  divided  equally  by  an  east-west  line.  In 
1729  Jacob  sold  to  Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  all  the  lot  except 
30  acres.  In  1742  Aaron,  3rd,  with  his  wife,  sold  to  Samuel 
Cock  35  acres  (/.<?.,  65  less  30).  ( O.B.T.R. ,  IV,  443,  444; 

V,  326).  Before  1760,  Jacob  Forman  sold  his  30  acres 
to  Wright  Frost.  ( Abst .  of  Wills ,  TV.  T.). 

#24.  Forty-Acre  Lot  near  the  Hempstead  Plains  and  Twelve 
Acres  of  Plain  Land.  One-third  share  of  these  lands  was 
deeded  in  1720  by  Jacob  Forman  to  his  brother  Isaac 
Forman,  of  Freehold,  New  Jersey.  This  may  have  been 
the  property  sold  in  1723  by  Jacob  Forman  and  Aaron 
Forman,  3rd,  and  one  Robert  Hubbs,  their  brother-in-law, 

to  Joseph  Carpenter.  {O.B.T.R.,  Ill,  603).

#2 5.  Lands  in  New  Jersey,  one-third  of  which  were  deeded  in 
1720  by  Jacob  Forman  to  Isaac  Forman,  of  Freehold. 
{O.B.T.R.,  Ill,  603). 

#26.  Twenty-Acre  Tract  in  the  uOld  Purchase ”  of  Oyster  Bay , 
which  belonged  to  Jacob  Forman,  and  which  was  sold  in 
1729  by  Samuel  Underhill  to  William  Mathews.  {O.B.T.R., 

IV,  334). 
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#  27.  "Town  Grant  in  Oak  Neck ,  on  the  “Sound, ”  given  in  1720 

to  Jacob  Forman.  ( O.B.T.R. ,  V,  321). 

#  28.  Nicholas  Lang's  Lot  on  the  Middle  Run  was  originally  deeded 

by  the  Indians  to  Isaac  Horner.  It  lay  between  two 
branches  at  a  run  of  water  called  the  Middle  Run;  it  was 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Samuel  Hawxhurst  at  the  Middle 
Run,  on  the  east  by  Beaver  Brook  and  the  land  of  George 
Frost,  on  the  south  partly  by  George  Frost’s  land  and 
partly  by  the  lands  of  Nicholas  Lang,  deceased,  {since  his 
death  -possessed  by  Aaron  Forman ,  3rd),  and  on  the  west 
by  the  highway.  {O.B.T.R.,  V,  347). 

#  29.  Three-Acre  Lot  in  Town  of  Oyster  Bay,  with  dwelling  house, 

was  given  in  1693  by  Samuel  Forman,  Jr.,  to  his  brother 
Alexander  Forman.  In  1695,  Alexander  Forman  sold 
the  lot  to  John  Rogers.  The  lot  adjoined  another  property 
of  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  on  the  east.  {O.B.T.R.,  I,  382; 
II,  298). 

#30.  Land  at  Three  Runs,  3!  acres  at  the  east  end  of  Oyster 
Bay,  laid  out  in  1681  for  Thomas  Forman  by  virtue  of  his 
brother,  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.’s,  right.  This  lot  was  near 
the  southeast  side  of  the  land  of  Thomas’  uncle,  Moses 
Forman.  In  1690  Thomas  Forman  sold  this  land  to 
Thomas  Young,  and  was  then  of  Jerusalem  in  East  New 
Jersey.  In  1699  Thomas  Forman  was  from  Freehold, 
New  Jersey.  ( O.B.T.R. ,  I,  240;  577). 

#31.  Lot  in  Oyster  Bay  with  House  and  Orchard,  deeded  in  1693 
by  Samuel  Forman,  Jr.,  to  Alexander  Forman.  It  lay 
between  the  lots  of  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  and  James  Weeks. 
This  may  have  been  the  same  as  that  property  granted 
in  1681  by  the  town  to  Samuel  Forman  described  as  com¬ 
mon  lands  for  a  home  lot  in  Oyster  Bay  provided  Samuel 
build  a  habitable  house  thereon  within  twelve  months  and 
a  day.  ( O.B.T.R. ,  I,  247;  II,  98).

SAMUEL  AND  MOSES  FORMAN  OF  OYSTER  BAY 

AND  THEIR  FAMILIES 

SAMUEL  Forman,  called  “Senior,”  son  of  Robert 
and  Johanna  Forman,  who  came  to  Flushing, 
Long  Island,  in  1645,  was  horn  in  England  not 
later  than  1637,  and  died  intestate  in  Oyster  Bay  in  the 
month  of  April,  1682.  He  lived  first  with  his  father  and 
mother  at  Flushing;  and  we  have  record  of  him  in  Hemp¬ 
stead,  where  he  owned  in  1657  six  “gates”  of  land  at  the 
“Neck.”  In  1659  he  was  taxed  sixpence  on  lot  number 
eighteen  in  “Mr.  Ashman’s  Neck”  in  Hempstead. 

In  Oyster  Bay  Samuel  Forman,  Sr.,  lived  upon  one 
of  the  two  lots  comprising  forty-two  acres  at  the  Cold 
Spring,  which  had  been  granted  to  his  father,  Robert 
Forman.  (See  Map).  In  1670,  Robert  by  will  gave 
his  entire  land  and  housing  at  the  Cold  Spring  to  his  son 
Samuel;  and  there  Samuel  kept  all  his  cowts,  steers, 
yearlings,  horses,  mares  and  sheep.  In  his  home  he  had 
pewter  dishes,  plates  and  porringers;  a  great  chest;  a 
cupboard  and  a  small  chest;  and  curtains  and  valences 
and  other  objects.1 

In  1672,  Samuel  Forman,  Sr.,  was  one  of  three  persons 
to  view  and  identify  the  corpse  of  a  drowned  man  by 
the  name  of  Thomas  Wilson.  It  seems  that  in  1674 
Samuel  Forman,  Sr.,  was  expelled  from  the  Colony  of 
New  Amsterdam.  At  a  council  meeting  there  on  April 
18  of  that  year  he,  a  resident  of  Oyster  Bay,  and  a  prisoner, 
was  condemned  by  the  Governor-General  of  New  Nether¬ 
lands  to  be  severely  whipped  and  banished  forever  out 

1 0.  B.  T.  R.y  1, 251. 
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of  the  Province,  because — so  it  was  alleged — he  had 
entered  New  Amsterdam  without  permission,  had  made 
a  great  uproar  in  the  streets,  disturbing  the  public  peace, 
and  during  church  service  had  made  a  great  outcry, 
abusing  with  great  levity  the  Word  of  God.2  It  is  not 
known  if  the  sentence  was  carried  out;  nonetheless  the 
charge  does  not  seem  appropriate  to  the  son  of  a  man 
called  “of  honest  life  and  good  integrity.” 

Samuel  Forman,  Sr.,  married  Meryam  or  Miriam  or 
Mary  Ann  Hoyt,  the  daughter  of  Simon  and  Susannah 
Hoyt,  of  Stamford,  Connecticut.  After  Samuel’s  death 
in  April,  1682,  his  widow  married  second,  before  January 
9,  1685,  Richard  Harcourt,  of  Oyster  Bay.3  To  his 
widow,  Samuel  left  one-third  of  his  estate;  half  the  lands 
and  meadows  went  to  his  son  John  Forman.  Fifteen 
pounds  sterling  were  to  be  given  to  each  of  his  three 
daughters,  Marcy,  Susannah  and  Sarah  Forman,  when 
married  or  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  children  of  Samuel  Forman,  Sr.,  and  his  wife 
Meryam  were : 

Marcy  ( or  Mercy )  Forman ,  who  married  Benjamin  Birdsall,  son 
of  Nathan  Birdsall,  and  had  eleven  children.4  Benjamin 
came  from  Jerusalem  in  Hempstead,  Long  Island. 

John  Forman ,  about  whom  little  is  known.  There  was  a  John 
Forman  in  Middleburgh  in  1662,  and  in  Newtown  in  1683. 
There  is  mention  of  a  lot  owned  in  1694  in  Jamaica  by  John 
Forman. 

Susannah  Forman ,  who  married  Daniel  Townsend  (died  July  2, 
1702),  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Montgomery)  Townsend, 
of  Oyster  Bay.4 

Sarah  Forman ,  about  whom  nothing  is  known.5

Moses  Forman,  “Senior,”  son  of  Robert  and  Johanna 
Forman,  and  brother  of  Samuel  Forman,  Sr.,  above,  was 
born  in  England  not  later  than  1640,  and  died  in  Oyster 
Bay  in  1699  or  later.  He  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
old  enough  to  have  owned  land  in  Hempstead,  when  his 
father  Robert  settled  there  in  1656,  for  there  does  not 
seem  to  be  any  record  of  Moses  in  that  Town.  In  1661, 
in  Oyster  Bay,  Moses  Forman  and  his  father,  with  others, 
assisted  the  widow  Crocker,  who  had  lost  her  spouse. 

The  home  of  Moses  Forman  in  Oyster  Bay  was  situated 
upon  the  “Home  Lot”  at  Oyster  Bay  Cove.  There 
Moses  owned,  from  1666,  the  northernmost  of  the  two 
parcels  of  land;  his  brother  Aaron  Forman,  Sr.,  having 
the  southernmost.  As  has  already  been  described, 
Moses  was  involved  in  1678  in  an  unfortunate  dispute 
with  Aaron  over  boundary  lines.  In  1665  Moses  was 
given  by  his  father  Robert  one  of  the  two  lots  at  the 
Cold  Spring,  but  the  following  year  he  sold  his  share  to 
his  brother  Samuel  Forman,  Sr.6 

Moses  Forman,  “Senior,”  married  first,  Hannah 
Crocker,  daughter  of  William  and  Ann  (Gregory)  Crocker, 
who  came  to  Oyster  Bay  from  Stratford,  Connecticut. 
It  appears  that  Moses  deserted  his  first  wife,  and  his 
family.  Hannah  (Crocker)  Forman  then  married  second, 
before  1699,  Joseph  Weekes.7  It  also  appears  that  in 
1674  Moses  found  himself  not  capable  “to  deal  with 
any  man,  nor  to  trade  for  the  good  of  himself  or  his 
family,”  because  of  a  weakened  condition.  In  such  a 
situation  he  appointed  the  officers  of  the  Town  of  Oyster 
Bay  as  overseers  of  his  estate.8 

Moses  Forman  married  second,  before  February  10, 
1688,  Anna,  the  widow  of  Samuel  Bennett,  Senior,  of

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Rhode  Island.  In  this  year  Moses  was  living  in  “Dept¬ 
ford”  or  East  Greenwich,  Connecticut.9  In  1699  his 
dwelling  house  in  Oyster  Bay  was  described  as  situated 
on  the  east  side  of  a  highway  near  James  Weeks'  land 
and  Thomas  Young’s  property. 

The  children  of  Moses  Forman,  “Senior,”  and  his  first 
wife,  Hannah  Crocker,  were: 

Moses  Forman ,  2nd,  who  married  Jude  or  Judith - ,10  and  had 

Zebulon  Forman,  “yeoman”  of  Oyster  Bay.  Moses,  2nd, 
died  in  1727. 

Sarah  Forman ,  who  received  by  deed  in  1688  all  her  father’s 
lands.  Samuel  Bennett,  Jr.,  was  not  her  husband,  as  errone¬ 
ously  given  in  the  Forman  Genealogy. 

Mercy  Forman ,  who  married  John  Weeks.

In  1730 
this  grant  was  sold  by  James  Weeks  to  Joseph  Simpson. 
This  may  have  been  the  town  grant  to  Samuel  Forman, 
later  sold  by  him  to  Peter  Wright.  ( O.B.T.R. ,  I,  79;  V,  2). 

#33.  Town  Grant  in  Unkaway  Neck ,  on  the  South  Shore,  1680, 
for  Samuel  Forman.  This  is  the  share  of  land  upon  Unka¬ 
way  Neck  mentioned  in  the  inventory  of  Samuel  Forman’s 
estate.

#35.  Town  Grant  to  Samuel  Forman’s  Children,  dated  1683, 
comprising  10  acres  upon  the  “hill”  near  the  Cold  Spring, 
on  the  north  side  of  the  way,  and  30  acres  below  the  “hill” 
which  had  formerly  been  improved  by  their  father  Samuel 
and  grandfather  Robert  Forman,  both  deceased.

#37.  Two  Lots  on  Hog  Island,  in  1667,  sold  by  John  Dickinson 
to  Moses  Forman.  In  1669  Joseph  Weeks  and  Moses 
Forman  exchanged  lots  on  Hog  Island;  1st  and  3rd  lot  in 
the  calf  pasture  of  Joseph  Weeks  for  the  lot  between  widow 
Townsend  and  Gideon  Wright.  In  1688  Moses  Forman 
sold  6  acres  on  Hog  Island  to  his  daughter  Sarah. 
(O.B.T.R.,  I,  33,  68,  488). 
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#38.  Meadow  on  Oak  Neck,  sold  in  1673  by  Moses  Forman  to 
John  Underhill  of  Killingworth.  In  1673  Moses  sold 
half  his  “uplands  or  meadows”  and  commonage  in  the 
town  of  Oyster  Bay.  ( O.B.T.R. ,  I,  86).

THE  FORMANS  OF  WESTCHESTER  COUNTY, 

NEW  YORK 


JACOB  Forman,  son  of  Aaron  Forman,  Jr.,  and  his 
wife  Susannah  Townsend,  and  great-grandson  of 
Robert  Forman,  the  founder  of  the  family  in  New 
York,  was  born  in  Oyster  Bay  on  Long  Island,  and  lived 
there  the  early  part  of  his  life. 

In  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay  Jacob  Forman  owned  part 
of  the  “Little  Meadows”  property  at  Matinecock,1  where 
he  probably  made  his  home;  part  of  “Furman’s  Meadows”1 
in  the  same  locality;  and  other  meadows,  town  lots  and 
grants  as  heretofore  listed.  In  1715  he  and  his  brother 
Isaac  Forman  served  in  the  “Company  of  Soldiers  under 
the  Command  of  Capt.  Sam’l  Dick’n  at  Oyster  Bay.” 
Jacob  marked  all  his  “creatures”  with  a  crop  on  the 
“near”  ear  and  a  “half  penny”  on  each  side  of  the  ear. 

Since  his  brother  Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  inherited  from 
their  father  the  “homestead  in  Matinecock”  on  the 
Lattingtown  Road,  Jacob  naturally  looked  for  better 
lands  for  his  own.2  He  decided  to  move  across  the 
“Sound,”  the  blue  waters  of  which  he  could  see  every 
day  over  the  hillocks  of  his  lands  in  Oyster  Bay.  By 
1722  we  find  that  Jacob  Forman  was  listed  among  the 
eighteen  original  patentees  of  the  Town  of  North  Castle, 
Westchester  County,  New  York.3  In  1722  Jacob,  with 
Robert  Carpenter  and  others,  sent  a  petij^cg ^p^^y^rth

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Castle  to  Governor  Clark,  so  it  is  presumed  that  Jacob 
was  already  an  inhabitant  there.  The  Oyster  Bay  records 
mention  that  he  was  of  “Oyster  Bay”  until  1730,  and  of 
“North  Castle”  in  1734  and  afterwards.4 

Jacob  Forman  was  given  a  patent — possibly  dating 
about  1736  or  earlier5 — to  the  property  known  as  the 
“Old  Forman  Homestead,”  within  the  original  Town¬ 
ship  limits  of  North  Castle.  The  history  of  this  section 
of  Westchester  County  shows  that  the  “West  Patent” 
of  North  Castle  extended  in  1696  as  far  north  as  the 
Croton  River;  since  the  Forman  lands  lie  just  south  of 
the  Croton  River,  it  is  evident  that  the  homestead  was 
in  North  Castle.  In  later  years  the  estate  came  to  be 
situated  in  the  Town  of  Yorktown;  and  the  name  of  the 
settlement  to  which  it  belonged,  Croton  Lake,  was 
changed  to  Kitchawan,  an  Indian  name  for  a  large  and 
swiftly  flowing  stream. 

Since  the  British  burned  the  Court  House  at  White 
Plains  in  November,  1776,  many  of  the  records  of  West¬ 
chester  County  were  destroyed.  At  the  present  writing, 
no  trace  of  the  original  patent  for  the  Forman  homestead 
at  Croton  Lake  has  been  discovered. 

Nevertheless,  there  is  an  early  record  of  Jacob  Forman 
remaining.  In  June,  1744,  he,  living  in  North  Castle, 
granted  to  his  son,  Aaron  Forman,  half  his  lands  on  the 
Byram  River  in  North  Castle,  as  well  as  half  his  undivided 
lands  in  Greenwich  township  in  Connecticut.6 

The  year  which  Jacob  Forman  is  believed  to  have 
built  the  old  Forman  home  at  Croton  Lake,  now  Kitcha-

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wan,  then  in  North  Castle,  now  Town  of  Yorktown,  is 
not  known,  but  it  might  have  been  between  1730  and 
1740.  The  homestead  was  originally  a  two-room-and- 
attic,  weatherboarded  habitation,  with  Dutch  or  swallow¬ 
tail  roof  and  deep  cellar.  In  the  basement  are  the 
original  girders  made  of  tree  trunks  with  bark  still  upon 
them.  Upstairs  are  handsome  wrought-iron  door  es¬ 
cutcheons  with  thumb  latches.  In  the  late  eighteenth

century  the  house  was  doubled  in  size  and  a  central 
hallway  incorporated;  other  additions  were  built  later. 
The  dwelling  is  still  in  the  Forman  family  after  more 
than  two  hundred  years. 

The  Township  of  Yorktown,  which  includes  Croton 
Lake,  where  stands  the  Forman  habitation,  lies  sixteen 
miles  north  of  White  Plains,  and  is  ten  miles  long  by  four 
wide.  Crompond  is  the  chief  village  in  the  Township, 
and  was  named  for  the  “crom”  or  crooked  pond  there. 
The  Formans  early  belonged  to  the  Crompond  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  a  place  of  worship  originally  erected

about  1738,  and  rebuilt  in  1799  after  a  fire.  In  1784  it 
was  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  “First  Presby¬ 
terian  Society,  upon  the  plan  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.”7 
Some  of  the  Formans  held  positions  of  importance  in 
this  church,  and  several  were  buried  there. 

Jacob  Forman,  founder  of  the  Westchester  County 
branch  of  the  family,  married  first  in  Oyster  Bay,  before 
1713,  Mary  Wright8  (died  1728),  daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  (Townsend)  Wright  of  Oyster  Bay.  Their  children 
were: 

Susannah  Forman ,  who  married  before  1786,  Joseph  Morgan.9 

Mary  Forman ,  who  married  Josias  Latten,  Jr. 

Jacob  Forman,  founder  of  the  Westchester  County 
branch,  married  second ,  before  July  15,  1728,  Elizabeth 
Lang  (born  1693;  died  1770),  daughter  of  Nicholas  and 
Ann  (Palmes)  Lang,  “Esquire,”  of  Swansea,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.10  Nicholas  Lang  (died  1728)  owned  property 
in  Oyster  Bay.  His  wife,  Ann  (Palmes)  Lang  was  the 
granddaughter  of  Lady  Susan  Clinton,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Clinton,  third  Earl  of  Lincoln.11  The  Earls  of 
Lincoln  were  descendants  of  Edward  III,  of  England. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Jacob  Forman’s  brother, 
Aaron  Forman,  3rd,  married  Sarah  Lang,  Elizabeth 
Lang’s  sister. 

The  children  of  Jacob  Forman  and  his  second  wife, 
Elizabeth  Lang,  were: 

William  Forman ,  born  probably  in  North  Castle;  died  in  1799 
in  Yorktown,  Westchester  County,  New  York,  oj  whom  later. 

Aaron  Forman ,  of  North  Castle,  who  was  a  blacksmith,  and  whose

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wife’s  name  was  Anna  - ,12  Aaron  died  in  1800,  leaving 

children,  Susannah,  Ann,  Esther  and  Sarah  Forman.  This 
was  the  Aaron  Forman  who  with  two  children  was  living  in 
1790  in  North  Castle,  according  to  the  First  Census  of  the 
United  States.  Aaron  left  to  his  daughters  Esther  and  Sarah 
lands  in  “Nine  Partners,”  and  all  lands  joining  Coming  Pond, 
and  to  his  daughter  Ann  all  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  road 
leading  from  King  Street  to  Bedford.  In  1758  Aaron  was  a 
captain  in  the  militia  of  Westchester  County.  In  1760  Aaron 
paid  £2  for  a  pew  in  the  Crum  or  Crom  Pond  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  in  1784  he  was  an  Elder  and  Trustee  of  this 
church.13 

John  Forman ,  who  was  mentioned  in  a  deed  of  his  father’s  dated 
1744,  removed  about  1798  from  Westchester  County  to  Tioga 
County.  He  had  a  son,  Miles  Forman,  who,  it  appears,  was 
in  1786  a  lieutenant  in  the  militia  of  Westchester  County. 
He  and  his  two  children  in  1790  were  living  in  North  Castle, 
according  to  the  Census.  Miles  Forman  had  sons,  Smith 
Forman,  Sands  Forman,  Miles  Forman,  Jr.,  and  Col.  Ferris 
Forman.14 

James  Forman,  the  United  Empire  Loyalist,  who  removed  to 
Fredericton,  New  Brunswick,  and  had  descendants.14

William  Forman,  of  Croton  Lake,  Yorktown,  West¬ 
chester  County,  New  York,  son  of  Jacob  Forman  and 
his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Lang,  was  born  probably  at 
Croton  Lake,  and  died  there  in  1799. 15  He  owned  the 
original  Forman  homestead  at  Croton  Lake,  which  at 
that  time  comprised  45  3/4  acres,  and  adjoined  Elvin 
Lyon’s  land  on  the  east,  John  Merritt’s  on  the  south,  and 
the  public  highway  to  Garitson’s  Mill  on  the  west.

(Coles)  Carpenter,  of  North  Castle.16  Timothy  Carpenter 
was  great-grandson  of  William  Carpenter,  who  married 
the  daughter  of  the  Governor  of  Rhode  Island  and  who 
was  one  of  the  twelve  original  owners  of  this  Colony. 

The  children  of  William  Forman  and  his  wife,  Phebe 
Carpenter,  were: 

Jacob  Forman  (II),  who  died  in  1833;  of  whom  later. 

Phebe  Forman ,  who  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Belding. 

Elizabeth  Forman,  who  married  Josias  Green,  son  of  Isaiah  Green

Jacob  Forman  (II),  of  Croton  Lake,  Yorktown,  West¬ 
chester  County,  New  York,  second  of  the  name  in  the 
Forman  family,  son  of  William  Forman  and  Phebe  his 
wife,  was  born  in  Yorktown,  and  died  there  about  January 
22,  1833,  at  the  age  of  70  years.17  Jacob  inherited  the 
Forman  homestead  at  Croton  Lake  from  his  father 
William,  and  for  the  first  time  the  historic  records  men¬ 
tion  the  apples  on  the  home  farm.  Jacob  also  acquired 
other  lands  in  the  neighborhood. 

An  echo  of  the  old-time  winters  among  these  Croton 
hills  comes  from  the  Journal  of  the  Reverend  Silas  Constant , 
Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Yorktown ,  New  York. 
This  is  the  Crompond  Church  to  which  the  Formans 
belonged.  The  Reverend  Constant  wrote  that  on  De¬ 
cember  11,  1794,  they  were  “showing  [a]  sled  at 
Forman’s.”18 

In  the  Forman  homestead  at  this  time  were  kept  nine

Wife  of  Jacob  Forman  (II)  of  Croton  Lake 
(After  an  oil  painting  in  the  old  Forman  house) 
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silver  tablespoons  and  twenty-nine  silver  teaspoons, 
three  mahogany  tables,  eight  Windsor  chairs,  and  other 
items.19 

It  was  the  Reverend  Constant  who  officiated  at  the 
marriage  of  Jacob  Forman  (II)  and  his  first  wife,  Susannah 
Lent,  on  September  30,  1789. 

Jacob  Forman  (II)  married  second ,  Jemime  (or  Jemima) 
Ryder,  (born  September  30,  1766;  died  October  2,  1842), 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Susannah  (Bishop)  Ryder,  of 
Croton  River,  Westchester  County.  Jacob  Ryder  was 
great-grandson  of  John  Ryder,  the  lawyer  with  the  house 
on  Stone  Street  in  New  York  in  1665. 

Jacob  and  Jemime  (Ryder)  Forman,  whose  tombstones 
lie  in  the  Ryder  Burial  Ground,  near  the  Catholic  Church, 
Ossining,  New  York,  had  the  following  children:20 

Sarah  Forman ,  born  September  9,  1786,  who  married  Samuel 
Garrison,  or  Garretson,  brother  of  Halmus  Garrison,  of  Somers 
Center,  New  York.  Eight  children. 

Samuel  Forman ,  of  New  York  City,  born  March  5,  1789,  died 
July  25,  1 824. 21  He  married  Sarah  Hyatt  and  had  three 
children:  Charlotte,  who  married  Henry  Whipp;  William, 
who  married  Sarah  Guest;  Alfred,  who  married  Lucinda  Willis. 
At  the  time  of  his  father  Jacob’s  death,  Samuel  Forman  was 
living  on  the  old  Forman  homestead.  He  inherited  by  will 
$1250. 

Mary  Ann  Forman ,  of  Somers  Center,  New  York,  born  September 
6,  1791,  died  December  14,  1855.  She  married  Benjamin 
Wright  (died  September  29,  1858),  and  had  five  children: 
Ann  Eliza,  who  married  Dan.  C.  Miller;  Catherine,  who  married 
Abraham  Miller;  Susan,  Charlotte  and  Cordelia.

Barney  (or  Barnabas)  Forman ,  of  Croton  Lake,  Yorktown,  New 
York,  born  May  13,  1796,  died  May  26,  i860.  Unmarried. 
According  to  the  terms  of  his  father’s  will,  Barney  received  the 
old  Forman  homestead.  In  1817  Barney  was  an  ensign,  and 
in  1822,  a  second  lieutenant,  in  the  Muster  Rolls  of  West¬ 
chester  County.22 

Eliza  Forman ,  born  June  21,  1799,  who  married  Dr.  Bartholemew 
Gedney,  and  had  two  children:  Eugene,  who  married  Amy 
Washburn;  Ophelia,  who  married  William  White.  According 
to  her  father’s  will,  Eliza  was  to  receive  $250  when  21.  Eugene 
and  Amy  Gedney  had  six  children:  Harry,  Lily,  Walter,  Earl, 
Maida  and  Philip.  William  and  Ophelia  White  had  two  children :

Raphelia,  who  married  Samuel  Smith  and  had  daughters  Sarah 
and  Katherine;  Schuyler  B.,  who  married  first,  Melissa  Moger; 
Annie,  who  married  Gilbert  Thomas  and  had  a  daughter 
Edith. 

Walter  Glen  Forman ,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  born  April  14,  181 1,  who 
married  1st,  Hannah  Willis.  Walter  Glen  Forman  is  further 
described  below.

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Jacob  Forman  (II)  left  by  will  to  his  wife  Jemime  his 
household  furniture  and  half  the  old  Forman  homestead. 
At  the  bottom  of  Jacob’s  will  is  written  “Jacob  Forman 
died  at  the  Town  of  Yorktown  (that  being  the  place  of 
residence  at  the  time  of  his  death)  about  the  22  day  of 
January  last  past”  [1833].

William  Forman,  of  Croton  Lake,  Yorktown,  West¬ 
chester  County,  son  of  Jacob  and  Jemime  Forman,  was 
born  May  19,  1802,  and  died  October  25,  1848. 23  He 
was  buried  in  Dale  Cemetery,  Ossining,  New  York. 

In  1833,  the  year  in  which  his  father  died,  Barney 
Forman  sold  to  his  brother  William  Forman  for  $2800 
the  “45J  acres  and  6  rods  of  land”  which  he  had 
inherited — the  old  Forman  homestead  on  the  Garre tson’s 
Mill  Road.  In  1835  Barney  Forman  also  sold  to  William 
Forman  the  35^  acres  situated  on  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  “Homestead  Farm,  of  Jacob  Forman,  deceased.” 
In  the  same  year  William  Forman  and  his  wife  sold  to 
Barney  Forman  the  fifty  acres  across  the  Garretson’s 
Mill  Road  from  the  homestead.24 

When  William  Forman  lived  in  the  old  Forman  home¬ 
stead  he  had  among  his  possessions  the  following:  a 
family  Bible,  school  books  used  by  the  family,  a  tea 
table  and  a  grandfather’s  clock. 

William  Forman  built  another  Forman  home  at  Croton 
Lake,  this  one  situated  obliquely  across  the  Garretson’s 
Mill  road  from  the  original  homestead.  When  Horace 
Baker  added  a  front  porch  in  the  Greek  Revival  style, 
the  house  became  known  as  the  “Baker  House.”

Wyllyan  Fforman,  Knight  and  Lord  Mayor  of  the  Cytye  of  London,  yn 
bryght  harness,  whereof  the  curass,  the  maynsers,  gaunteletts  and  other  pters 
were  gylt  upon  the  Crests  and  bordures,  and  ovr  that  he  had  a  cote  of  blak 
velvett  with  a  rych  cross  embroderyd  and  a  great  massy  chayne  of  Golde  abowte 
hys  necke,  and  on  hys  head  a  cappe  of  blacke  velvett  wth  a  ryche  Juele:  he 
had  a  goodly  Jenett  rychly  trapped  wth  embrodery  of  Golde  sette  upon  Crymsyn 
velvett;  aboute,  hym  attended  4  fote  men,  all  apprlled  wth  ehyte  satten  hose 
and  all  puffed  out  wth  whyte  sarcenet.  (Journal  14,  folio  164-168.)

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V.  MEMORIAL  NOTICE  OF  HORACE  BAKER  FORMAN,  SR. 

Horace  Baker  Forman,  an  old  resident  of  New  York  City,  died  after  a  short 
illness  on  Saturday  morning,  March  6,  1915,  in  his  75th  year. 

Mr.  Forman  was  born  April  3,  1840,  the  youngest  son  of  William  and  Jane 
Baker  Forman,  at  Kitchawan,  New  York,  on  the  old  Forman  homestead,  which 
has  been  in  the  family  since  pre-Revolutionary  times.  He  was  one  of  a  large 
family  of  children,  and  is  survived  by  an  elder  sister,  Cornelia  Forman  Ryder, 
of  Croton  Falls,  New  York.  At  the  age  of  18  he  went  to  New  York  City,  and 
shortly  afterwards  became  manager  of  the  Transportation  and  Warehouse 
department  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Woodward,  Baldwin  and  Company, 
and  was  there  continuously  engaged  for  50  years.  He  was  held  in  great  esteem 
by  all  his  business  associates.  About  1900  he  established  his  home  on  part  of 
the  old  Forman  farm  at  Kitchawan,  New  York.  During  his  early  career  he 
lived  in  Greenwich  Village,  New  York  City,  where  he  joined  the  “Washington 
Square  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,*  and  remained  an  active  member  for 
forty  years.  He  was  a  steward  of  this  Church  for  about  ten  years,  and  a  member 
of  its  Board  of  Trustees  for  some  twenty-five  years.  It  was  here  that  he  was 
married  in  1865  to  Almira  Thorn,  who  died  some  years  ago,  the  daughter  of 
Moses  Birdsall  Thorn  and  his  wife,  Mahala  Hilliker  Thorn. 

Mr.  Forman  was  a  man  of  sterling  character,  of  excellent  business  judgment, 
and  faithful  in  all  positions  of  trust  that  he  held.  He  was  always  ready  to  lend 
a  helping  hand. 

The  funeral  was  held  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Croton  Lake 
on  Monday  afternoon,  March  8th,  1915,  attended  by  a  large  assemblage  of 
relatives,  friends  and  neighbors.  The  services  were  conducted  by  the  Reverend 
J.  H.  Fyfe,  pastor,  assisted  by  the  Reverend  F.  E.  Johnson,  formerly  of  St. 
Paul’s  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  New  York  City.  The  interment  took 
place  the  following  day  at  Dale  Cemetery,  Ossining,  New  York.
